5. ICELAND: PROBLEMS IN BACKGROUND AS PRESIDENT 
VISITS US 

ICELAND'S CEREMONIAL PRESIDENT FINNBOGADOTTIR WILL 
MEET WITH THE PRESIDENT JANUARY 26 DURING AN 
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UNOFFICIAL VISIT TO THE OS, ACCORDING TO EMBASSY

"SCIENTIFIC" RESEARCH WHALING THAT DID NOT MEET IWC
